A  FREE    PRESS— THIS   ONCE! 

Freedom  of  the  press  has  always  been  a  constitutional  right,  granted  every  worthy  and  unworthy  pub- 
lication as  one  of  its  basic  privileges,  one  without  which  no  honest  publication  ever  is  said  to  exist.  Freedom, 
theoretically,  yes.  Practically,  never.  A  newspaper — free — well,  maybe;  with  advertisers  to  consider,  with 
interest  of  the  owner  to  consider,  with  circulation  to  consider — free — do  you  think  so?  A  magazine — free — 
also  maybe.  Same  considerations — more  or  less.  But  take  the  campus  publications — well,  now  there's  real 
freedom.  Assured  circulation,  advertising  which  conflicts  remotely  with  any  possible  editorial  policy;  mu- 
nicipal ownership,  almost.     But  the  staff  jobs — ah,  there  we  are  again. 

Staff  jobs  are  under  the  direction  and  supervision,  in  fact  the  complete  and  autocratic  control  of  the 
board  of  student  publications,  composed  of  three  faculty  members,  one  alumnus,  and  three  undergraduates. 
Now  that  our  term  of  ofiice  is  completed,  and  we  have  no  more  to  fear  from  the  board — we  do  not  intend 
to  say  things  nasty  enough  to  justify  the  withholding  of  our  degree — we  may  speak  as  we  will.  A  free  press? 
H ,  Yes ! 

The  aforementioned  board  is  composed  of  three  faculty  members,  sincere  enough  in  their  work,  capable 
enough,  but  entirely  too  busy,  and  perhaps  just  a  bit  more  interested  in  things  other  than  campus  publications. 
And  the  students — quite  interested  in  publications — just  a  bit  too  much,  perhaps,  for  the  well  being  of  the 
publications.  Let  us  take  for  a  moment  the  most  important  point  which  the  board  considers  during  the  year 
— that  of  appointment  of  men  for  staff  positions.  The  faculty  members  are  undoubtedly  unbiased,  quite  fair 
in  their  consideration  of  applications,  and  undoubtedly  desirous  of  choosing  the  best  men.  When  happens? 
Two  years  in  succestion  one  organization  gains  major  places  on  the  Daily,  the  first  year  fitness  for  the  post 
being  subordinated  by  scholarship,  the  second  not  by  scholarship,  but  by — well,  the  spoils  system,  perhaps 
The  Parrot;  last  year  scholarship  was  the  prime  consideration;  contribution  or  work  on  the  book  during  the 
previous  year  was  not  considered;  this  year  scholarship  is  wholly  subordinated  to  contribution.  This  doesn't 
mean  that  Polly's  pilot  for  next  year  is  not  wholly  competent ;  indeed,  he  has  contributed  the  major  portion  of 
the  verse  published  during  the  past  year.     But  it  means  inconsistency  in  the  basis  of  selection. 

What's  the  answer?  Simply  this:  selection  is  not  now  being  made  on  any  consistent  basis  which  can  be 
spoken  out  loud  in  a  mixed  crowd;  selection  is,  as  in  the  past,  more  or  less  a  matter  of  push,  pull,  and  in- 
fluence. And  where  does  this  lie?  Obviously  not  with  the  faculty  minority;  evidently  with  the  student  4/7 
of  the  board. 

Polly's  axe  is  this:  fair  selection  of  appointees,  and  fair  consideration  of  measures  and  policies  proposed 
by  publications,  by  elimination  of  unfair  influence  among  the  board,  by  elimination  of  the  student  majority 
on  the  board.  Let  us  see  what  students  are  on  the  board :  First,  president  of  student  council,  ex-officio,  and 
president  of  the  senior  class,  ex-officio.  Both  political  positions,  held  usually  by  politicians,  or  by  those  di- 
rectly under  the  influence  of  campus  politicians.  The  other  two  members  are  one  alumnus,  and  one  student, 
selected  from  those  who  have  had  connections  with  campus  publications ;  both  therefore  interested  in  the 
political  as  well  as  publication  angle  of  the  business. 

An  exclusive  faculty  board  would  have,  Polly  believes,  the  result  of  leaving  publications  in  the  control  of 
faculty  members  whom  Polly  has  found  to  be  always  fair,  reasonable,  and  willing  to  co-operate,  and  eliminat- 
ing student  control  which  P0II3'  has  found  to  be  biased,  prejudiced,  and  usually  ready  to  throw  monkey 
wrenches. 

So  much  for  freedom !

But  now  the 
young  people  have  taken  Miss  Janet  March  to  their 
arms  and  are  hailing  her  as  a  vivacious  college  woman. 
It's  a  good  thing  that  college  people  don't  take  them- 
selves as  seriously  as  their  actions  indicate ;  for  only 
a  mess  of  stupendous  asses  could  take  the  kissable 
Janet  March  into  their  arms  and  love  her — yes,  love 
her,  even  though  she  is  reeking  with  cigaret  smoke  and 
quick  little  passionate  embraces. 

One  thing  is  quite  true :  Dell  doesn't  believe  all  the 
dribble  he  writes  in  those  "modern"  novels  of  his. 
He's  writing  for  the  money  which  he'll  receive  from 
his  glaring  expose  of  young  life.  Now  if  you're  all 
anxious  to  know  just  what  kind  of  a  girl  Janet  is,  take 
this  line  and  remember — pray,  always  remember  Janet 
and  Janet  March  by  it — it  tells  you  the  entire  book 
in  one  crisp  sentence:  "You  wooed  me  romantically," 
she  said,  "and  you've  got  to  keep  it  up.  I  have  no 
intention  of  settling  down." 

And  we  have  no  more  intention  of  going  on  with 
this — only  don't  read  Janet  March.  Your  own  college 
experiences  are  a  lot  more  real !

A  TEXTBOOK  OF  ASSININITY 

Someday — may  it  be  soon — someone  is  going  to 
write  a  true  novel  regarding  true  life  in  a  university.

James  G.  Dunton  recently  has  crashed  thru  with 
his  interpretation  of  the  average  college  student.  His 
novel  is  entitled  and  his  opinion  of  the  university  is 
the  same:  IVild  Asses.  Perhaps  he  wasn't  very 
polite — we're  sure  that  the  normal  dating  sorority 
woman  would  rise  in  fury  if  she  were  referred  to  as 
a  "young,  wild  ass."  And  it  is  quite  certain  that  the 
normal  university  man  is  a  trifle  set  against  the 
familiar  term.  But  be  that  is  it  may.  Wild  Asses 
doesn't  picture  the  true  atmosphere  which  surrounds 
the  normal  university. 

Devoid  of  plot,  lacking  in  literary  style,  weak  in 
characterization,  and  poorly  wrought  in  general,  Wild 
Asses  brings  nothing  but  a  smile.  In  its  three  hundred 
and  thirty-three  pages  there  is  nothing  interesting  ex- 
cept some  pictures  of  jackasses  with  long  pointed  ears. 
We  recommend  the  book  to  any  college  student  who 
wishes  to  see  how  far  wrong  some  people  can  be  when 
they  think   of  the  American  university. 

Wild  asses  indeed ;  who  in  this  world  can  tell  one 
ass  from  another !

UPTON  SINCLAIR  BREAKS  LOSE  AGAIN 

Upton  Sinclair  breaks  lose  and  attacks  literature 
in  the  violent  manner  with  which  he  swung  at  con- 
temporary economic  and  social  conditions  in  his  new 
volume,  Mamnionart:  An  Essay  in  Economic  Inter- 
pretation. 

W^hether  one  agrees  with  Mr.  Sinclair's  Brass  Check 
and  his  other  out-spoken  criticisms  of  things  which 
seem  to  be  as  they  should  not  be,  one  cannot  but 
admire  this  man  who,  year  after  year,  goes  ahead 
writing  his  books  and  publishing  them  himself. 

In  his  Mamnionart,  Sinclair  takes  the  whole  field 
of  art  and  literature  and  proceeds  to  break  down  many 
of  the  conventional-minded  student's  most  cherished 
dream  of  author  and  artists.  And  this  Pasadena 
author  does  his  essays  in  a  perfectly  literary  manner. 
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having  all  the  tricks  at  hand  which  go  to  make  a  good 
volume  of  essays. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  forty  short  chapters  to 
this  new  book,  and  each  chapter  contains  the  germ 
seed  for  serious  thought.  Of  course,  one  must  not 
think  too  seriously  concerning  what  Sinclair  says — 
one  must  not  think  too  seriously  about  anything — but 
one  should  ponder  a  few  of  the  essays. 

Don't  read  Mammonart  for  its  historical  accuracy, 
but  go  thru  it  for  the  new  Upton  Sinclair.  You'll 
be  surprised !
